2 Hew Dispensation and New Duties. 

Britiah Columbia may bo regarded 
as passing through that intermediate 
atate which separates ihe old dispensa- 
tion of red tape and dead worku from 
the new dispensation of .practical and 
reiponsiblo colonial life. It is, bo to 
•peak, reaching tho period ol puberty, 
tbatoritioal period bo often oonstituiing 
tbo turning point in life, that poriod 
which brings with it new responsibilities 
and new duties. It surely behooves tho 
people, therefore, to employ the brief 
Mason which must elapse before ontor- 
Ibg upoa that new dispensation and 
Assuming those now duties and respon- 
sibilities, in thoughtful preparation. 
The people of British Columbia havo 
beoome bo accustomed to assume an 
attitudoof hostility towards a form of 
administration essentially unpopular 
that it will take them some little 
time, it will almofct require an 
tffort on their part to realize that 
the form which haB proved so 
nnexceptable has ceaBed to exist 
or, rather, only exists nominally 
until its suocessor is quitojpropared to 
take over tho keys of office, and that 
upon themselves now virtually devolves 
the responsibility of constructing the 
new government, Bat tho Boonertluy 
realize tbeir true and truly critical end 
Interesting position the better. Wo have 
said the old system is passing away. Let 
us take a farewell look at it. There 
will be a very general conourrenoo of 
opinion upon this point, that the depart- 
ing eys.om was one ill suited to the 
gtniue and just aspirations of a tree 
and intelligent Anglo-Saxon commun- 
ity, and that its end hnncoiiio none too 
soon. But in taking final leave of an 
old system, although that system has 
been a hard, in some respects a oruel 
task-master, let ns bo honest with our- 
selves and just to othors. .Regarding 
the Government and people in tbo rela- 
tions of pareot and obild, let each and 
all of us remember the poriod 
of oar childhood, when we fretted and 
complained under a wise and wholosomu 
parental restrain, breaking out iu open 
revolt under the well-merited ami Ealu- 
tary punishment. Do not the best 
and most thoughtful of us now lojk 
back from life's summit and bless tho 
band that obastised us ? We can Bee 
now, what wo could not soo then, that 
parental restraint was necessary and 
good, and that our paronts knew better 
than we did what was for our own good. 
Without any wish to press tho homely 
illustration too iar,it may bo suggested 
whether .after the peoplo of this Coloay 
have had a trial of self-goveroment,ihey 
may not sometimes look buck to thoir 
colonial or political youth, and think 
less ill of the system now passing away. 
Let us hope that there may never bo 
occasion to regret tho change. Thero is 
one phase of the receding system to 
which We feel it our duty u advert. A 
system essentially uupopular has for the 
most part been administered by good 
and honest officials. If a obapter in the 
separati colonial existenco of Vancou- 
ver Island bo left out of viow, wo feel 
justified in saying, nay, we foil it to bo 
oar doty to say, that, in point of gentle- 
manly deportment, honosty, integrity 
and general respectability tho officials 
of all grades will compare favora- 
bly with those of any other Colony. 
Let us hope that in this respect the colony 
will not suffer by the change. Confin- 
ing the view to the last administration 
under the old and hated system, we are 
too apt to confound it with what pro- 
ceded it. The administration of Gover- 
nor Musgravo ought to bo leBs uupopular 
than some of thoao which went before. 
Ondor it there has uudeuiubly been a fuller 
and more legitimate recognition of the 

Sopularwill. It was left to Governor 
[usgrave to fulfill the long unredeemed 
promiso of his predecessor, to Introduce 
a popular element in Iho Execaiivo; uud 
although tbo veil of secrecy necessarily 
preventB the people from a full know- 
ledge of what transpires thoro, yoi, tho 
advantage of the preLeuco of that ele- 
ment will probably be better understood 
in theluturo. But it is as tho mission- 
ary of Confederation that Govornor 
Musgrava has tho strongest olaim to 
popularity. In that capacity he has 
done his work, and ho has done it well. 
He has obtained Uuiou for us u pon terras 
which all par'iosnre compelled to ads 
mit to bo good. Ho has given us a 
liberal constitution and very perfect 
and complete machinery with which tho 
now systom msy bo tot in motion, ard, 
as ho bus jastly romarked, • Jt 
will only remain for the good sense, 
moderation and prudonco of tho peoplo 
bo to uBe thoir advuntug B, and the cir- 
cumstances by which they aro sur- 
rounded as to obtain a happy issue 
from tho working of free political insti- 
tutions which aro about to bo establish- 
ed/ In tho dischargo of our duty as uu 
independent journalist, wo have had to 
differ more than onco with Governor 
Musgrave's policy ; yet wo are bound 
now to bear ibis testimony, that ho hna 
well and widely oxecatod the groat and 
important work intrusted to his hands 
and ho has carnod tho respect, if ho has 
not merited the universal upprobution 
of tho people. Tho Govornor has done 
his work. It now romains for tho pec 
pie to do theirs ; and upon tbo manner 
of doing it depends in a groat measure 
tho luiuro prosperity of tiio Colony.

Dominion Eloctiou Kill. 

In the Canadian Uoukb of Commons, on 
tbe 28th ult, the Hon Sir George E. Oartior 
introduced the Election Bill, lie explained 
that tbe Bill did oot propose to interiors 
with tbe Jaws now dieting in tbe several 
Provinces for twoyears, but the law in Nova 
Scotia would be the same as that in force 
oo 1st July 1867. Tbe Ontario elections 
*ould be under tbe same law as that which 
provided for the looal elections, The elec- 
tions woold be held on one duy only but not 
on tho same day. Tbe election law of Brit- 
ish Columbia would remain iu its present 
coDditioo. Tho eleotion law in Manitoba 
would bo the eatno as the law in Ontario 
In reply to some remarks fromihn Opposition, 
in the course ol which the Government wus 
Uuuied with making tho measure a mere 
temporary one. Sir Ueorge eaid that wheu 
tbe Bill ol last session was introduced there 
was nothing said or known about Manitoba's 
entrance into tbe Union.
